has rNen nobly to the occasion. 
The extreme democracy of Italy, 
says Mr. Herbert Vivian In “Italy at 
War,” has always expressed Itself in 
the freest criticism of the monarchy. 
During the agitation of May, 1015, 
when many persons feared that Italy 
might shrink from war, the name of 
King Victor Emmanuel HI was fre­ 
quently taken in vain. 
The press fnib- 
Ii shed impudent caricatures and open­ 
ly accused him of being swayed by 
Austrian sympathizers. 
Poor little man! 
So small, and 
rather 
alone! 
Tie has a splendid 
wife, worthy daughter of the old lion 
of Montenegro, and he finds much 
homely happiness in his sturdy fam­ 
ily. 
But he has been the subject of 
many slights and much indifference; 
indeed, only in Italy is it known how 
near he was exiled in May, 1915. 
But the time for pity has gone by, 
and the king is now by far the most 
popular man in the kingdom.

But the soldier tried to carry the 
lieutenant to a place of safety. 
Some 
gunners called to him through the in­ 
fernal fire: 
“Save yourself!

yourself!” 
But still he remained. In 
the distance a motor horn could he 
heard, and the Avhisper went round 
that the king had left the field. 
The 
soldier still struggled Arith the offi­ 
cer’s body, but the lieutenant died 
in his arms. 
Flinging himself on the 
corpse, the young fellow exclaimed 
Avith tears: 
“Even the king has gone away!” 
Then st hand touched his shoulder. 
Ue shook himself, rose and stood at 
attention. 
“My dear boy,” said the 
king, “the ear has gone, but the king 
is still with you.” 
And there he remained till the end 
of the day.

this side of his life. Colonel Bolling 
laid aside all of these things to re­ 
spond to the call of his country, not 
only willingly hut ready trained for 
practical service. 
For those Avho kneAV him and loved 
him 
the tragedy of his death, 
a 
death which all Avho kneAV his daring 
spirit, the unfailing response it made 
to every challenge of danger and dif­ 
ficulty foresaw, does not lie in the 
fact th at he met the death he ex­ 
pected and they expected for him. 
Rather it is found in the realization 
that a man who might have done so 
much more in aiding his country and 
his countrymen to prepare for the 
real struggle, whose serA'Ices were so 
essential, Avhose loss aahs so irrepar­ 
able on the practical side has been 
lost to us at this grave hour. 
Colonel Bolling did not die before 
he had done much which Avill count 
In the future and Avill be a portion-of 
the history of American organization 
for the conflict.

The penny stamp, probably more than 
any other influence, exercised a power 
in holding together the scattered bonds 
of kinship and acquaintance through­ 
out the far-flung -British empire, and 
as a factor in imperial trade it pro­ 
vided tile facilities upon which modern 
trading depends. 
Many years ago King Edward, then 
prince of Wales, said he looked for­ 
ward Avith hope to the day when every 
English-speaking man, in whatever 
part of the world he might be, should 
be regarded as being as much an Eng­ 
lishman, so far as the penny post Avas 
concerned, as if he lived in Kent or 
Sussex.

That German text book- which are 
u-ed in the Lutheran school do not 
contain any form of German p ropa­ 
ganda, i- the assertion that i- made 
by the faculty of the local Lutheran 
school in 
a communication to thi- 
office. 
The members of the faculty 
take exception to a statement, “ thqt 
German propaganda 
is 
woven into 
practically every text book that i- 
u-ed in public and parochial schools,” 
which was made in an article relative 
to the proposed move to abolish the 
;i-e of German in the local Lutheran 
-ehool. 
The -tatement * was made 
upon information which came to thi- 
office, a s well as in view of the fact 
that propaganda lias been -o deeply 
enrooted in some of the books in use 
in the public schools that section- ol 
(one of them have been discarded 
altogether. 
However, what consti­ 
tutes German propaganda is in many 
eases a m atter of dispute and thi- 
paper willingly publishes the view 
which is taken by the local Lutheran 
faculty and which is expre-sed in the 
! allowing communication: 
To tlie Editor of The Seymour R e­ 
publican. 
Dear Sir:— 
In an article published in your 
paper last Tue-day, August 3rd, un­ 
der the heading “ Lutheran School 
May L-e English” you make certain 
statements which we cannot permit 
to stand unchallenged, since they are 
nothing le-s than a gross represen­ 
tation of our school in the eyes of 
the general public. 
We therefore re-pectfully request 
that vou publish these lines arid thus 
a-si-t u.- in correcting so 'fa r as pos­ 
sible, the false impression made by 
'Otne of your assertions. 
The article in question states “ It 
i- kn-own that German propaganda i- 
woven 
into practically 
every text 
Nook that is u-ed in public and paro­ 
chial schools in this country.” 
This 
i- a very sweeping statement, to say 
the least, and. like so many of its 
kind, doe- not hold good in every in- 
sta nee. 
(hir German text books contain 110 
German propaganda. 
They were not 
written and published in Germany. 
Neither are they produced by Ger­ 
man citizens residing in America, but 
have been written by American citi­ 
zen-, by leading educators of the 
Lutheran church, men who were im­ 
bued with the true American spirit, 
and who, in writing -uch text book-, 
had only one object in view, viz. com­ 
posing efficient book- for the study 
of the German 
language. 
Before 
being submitted to the press such 
books (this hold- good in regard to 
all text book- used in the Lutheran 
parochial school) 
must 
be passed 
upon by tvv,a different committee- be­ 
fore they may be published. 
The text books for the -tudy of 
German used in the Lutheran paro­ 
chial school hold up leading Ameri­ 
can statesmen, such a- Washington, 
Lincoln, Garfield etc., as model- of 
statesmanship and manhood. 
Interesting incident- from the hi*- 
torv of America, American cities, 
American indutries 
are among tin- 
many subjects treated in any Ger­ 
man readers. 
Your statement- lead to the con­ 
clusion that the discovery of Ger­ 
man propaganda in our text books 
has caused us to consider the advis­ 
ability of dropping the u-e of Ger­ 
man on our school. 
This i- not so 
since, a- we have stated, our books 
contain 
no 
German 
propaganda. 
Therefore it i> not from this view­ 
point that we shall consider the a d ­ 
visability of di-continning the u-e of 
German as a medium in teaching re­ 
ligion.
